TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
We Shouldn't Consider Our 
School System Piecemeal 


State Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction Roy E. Simpson, safely elected 
in the primaries for another four-year 
term, has come up with a suggestion that 
the State Board of Education should be 
constituted on a long-term basis like the 
regents of the University of California. 
Under his proposal, the 11-man state 
board would be appointed on staggered 
10-year terms, making them practically 
immune to political pressure and at the 
same time assuring them of adequate 
time to become thoroughly familiar with 
the vast job that faces them. 
He also proposes that the state super­ 
intendent should be appointed by and 
responsible to this board. 
This would give, he maintains, a 
sound organization which could soundly 
and consistently direct the state s school 
functions 
from 
elementary 
school 
through the state colleges. The univer­ 
sity would still be under its independent 
regents board. 
There is great concern over our edu­ 
cational system at present, and we re 
glad to see that the state superintendent 
ts aware of this concern and seeking 
solutions. The public must face one por­ 
tion of his proposal almost immediately. 
On the November ballot will be Prop. 
13, which makes the superintendent 
appointive. 
Both of these proposals cause us con­ 
cern. Most people say, “Schools should 
be out of politics.” 
Does this mean 
schools should be out of control of the 
people? 
If Prop. 13 is passed, the superin­ 
tendent of schools will be appointed by 
the board of education for a four year 


term “with the advice and consent of 
the Senate.” The board of education al­ 
ready is appointed by the governor. In 
other words, the voters would have no 
direct control at all over their state 
schools 
system. 
Simpson’s 
proposal 
would move it even farther away from 
any kind of influence by the people most 
interested in its success, the people of 
our state, especially the parents of the 
children in school. 
Although the Prop. 13 vote is coming 
up so soon, actually there isn’t a real 
rush for time. Nothing can be done to 
change the state superintendent’s posi­ 
tion until his new term expires. That's 
four years away. We shouldn't jump 
into this piecemeal. 
We have the general election in 1960 
at which time adequate legislation could 
be passed and made effective at exactly 
the same time as Prop. 13 would become 
effective. 
Starting at the earliest possible time, 
a thorough study should be made. 
It 
should be made jointly by professional 
educators, legislators and lay persons. 
It should be aimed not specifically at 
any particular phase of the system. 
It 
should have the widest powers to come 
up with a solid recommendation for 
complete renovation of our state school 
system— if they find it needs renova­ 
tion. 
We hope the Legislature in January 
will consider such a study and how it 
should be financed. Twelve months of 
concentrated study could result in a 
report to the 1960 legislature, in plenty 
of time to get it on the November I960 
ballot.

Dorso is very clear on 
this point. The answer is no. 


SACRAMENTO (CNS>— The 
State Board of Equalization is 
reasonably 
sharp 
when 
it 
com es to figuring out ways 
and means of soaking busi­ 
ness for 
taxes 
which some 
business 
concerns 
believe 
they shouldn’t have to pay. 
All of this, of course, is 
done in a perfectly legal man­ 
ner, but the methods used by 
the board som etim es cause 
questions. 
There is, for instance, the 
sales tax ruling on which the 
board imposes a tax upon a 
tax, by requiring a sales tax 
on a federal excise tax. 


FOR INSTANCE, when a 
business machine is adver­ 
tised at a certain price, plus 
excise tax, the board assesses 
sales tax on the entire amount 
on the theory that the manu­ 
facturer already has paid the 
excise tax, 
which 
then be­ 
com es a part of the price of 
the equipm ent purchased. 
Then there is a new devel­ 
opment, which will come up 
next week with relation to the 
taxing of a leasehold interest. 


IN TUOLUMNE county, the 
Pacific Gas & Electric Com- 
pany holds leases on power 
plants owned by a district. 
The board in assessing pub­ 
lic utility property, has indi­ 
cated it will tax the lease on 
the grounds that the power 
company has the full control 
of the power from the plants 
for some 50 years, and there­ 
fore the right to purchase the 
power is a taxable property. 
There will, of course, be 
some objection raised by the 
Pacific Gas and Electric Com­ 
pany when the hoard m eets 
next Monday, to consider the 
public utility assessments. 
This is the first time, ac­ 
cording to Dixwell Pierce, sec­ 
retary of the board, that the 
group has assessed such a tax 
on a power company. Pierce, 
however, stated this was com­ 
mon practice in certain other 
utilities, in connection with 
leases 
of 
warehouses, 
and 
property of that nature, 


PIERCE 
DID 
NOT know 
whether the particular prop­ 


erty 
involved in Tuolumne 
county would affect all leases 
or not, but said the Tuolumne 
instance was the only one 
which had come to his atten­ 
tion. 
Thus the instance is expect­ 
ed to result in a new battle 
between the utility and the 
board. Over a period of years, 
there have been many differ­ 
ences between the board and 
the public utilities over taxa­ 
tion, and a new row is not un­ 
usual. 
THE PLAN of procedure, 
however, only points up the 
fact that the board is making 
every effort possible to bring 
taxes into the state’s coffers. 
And in view of the state’s pre­ 
carious financial situation at 
the present tim e, the monev 
undoubtedly will be needed. 
How the board can proceed 
to tax the purchase of power 
from a property that is not 
even on the tax rolls appears 
to 
be 
stretching 
the 
laws 
somewhat. But according to 
the board’s policy, the laws 
seem to be elastic. Each and 
every ruling in disputed cases 
appears merely to put more 
of a burden on private enter­ 
prise. 


Some statistician came for­ 
ward with 
figures showing 
per capita purchases in Alas­ 
ka of high grade musical pro­ 
ducing d e v i c e s is several 
tim es that in the “States.” 
This fact supports another: 
Alaska has a high percentage 
of music lovers (after all, the 
80-odd per cent of the popu­ 
lace is made up of enthusias­ 
tic, 
gregarious

bring along a normal portion 
of cultural values). 
“Alaska 
Music Trail” was therefore, a 
success from the beginning. 
A l a s k a communities are 
spread out with many miles 
of 
unused 
terrain 
between 
them. To meet schedules most 
of the travel on The Trail had 
to be done by air. This was 
expensive. 
B u t 
Schapiro, 
through his international ac­ 
quaintance a m o n g musical 
artists, found many who were 
enthusiastic about a trip to 
the Far North, and to bring 
their music to a people who 
were deprived because of dis­ 
tance from musical centers. 
These 
artists 
gladly 
volun­ 
teered a large portion of their 
customary fee, and that was 
a considerable factor in mak­ 
ing the program possible. 
During several trips along 
the Trail, Schapiro met hun­ 
dreds of Alaskans. After-con­ 
cert receptions were a regular 
part of local arrangements so 
the home folks could m eet 
and welcome the visiting art­ 
ists. In line with a customary 
practice 
in 
the 
northland, 
folks soon were calling Scha­ 
piro by his first name. 
He 
was regarded by everyone as 
a 
“regular 
guy,” 
brought 
about in part by the many 
things he did to make “The 
Trail” 
a 
success. 
For 
in­ 
stance, in a couple of per­ 
formances, it was not possible 
to find a suitable piano ac- 
c o m p a n i s t for nationally 
prominent 
instrum entalists. 
Schapiro 
pinch-hitted 
with 
grace, stepping down to the 
“unheard” portion of the eve­ 
ning’s program, and doing a 
superb job. 
Maxim 
Schapiro 
made 
a 
valuable contribution to Alas­ 
ka’s 
cultural 
life. 
Unques­ 
tionably, Alaska is glad and 
proud to have known him.

Union Heads Alarmed 


Over Right-To-Work

WASHINGTON tf) — AFL- 
CIO leaders are alarmed over 
the rash of “right-to-work” 
movements ihat have broken 
out in a number 
of 
states. 
They 
profess to fear 
these 
mere than any pending labor 
legislation in Congress. 
Sponsors 
of these 
move­ 
ments have been gathering 
signatures on petitions in six 
states in the hope of putting 
their proposal on the Novem­ 
ber ballots. A seventh, Kan­ 
sas, acted through its Legisla­ 
ture. What they want is to 
outlaw the union shop. 
W herever such a proposal 
is approved, a new employe 
would no longer he obliged fo 
join a union— as he is now in 
a union shop plant, Eighteen 
states, mostly Southern, al­ 
ready have such laws. 


RIGHT-TO-WORK 
propon­ 
ents, 
usually 
Chambers 
of 
Commerce and conservative 
farm groups, say all they ask 
is that every worker have the 
freedom to say whether he 
wants to belong to a union. 
Top union leaders see it 
otherwise. Given this choice, 
they 
say, 
many 
employes 
would refuse to join in order 
to avoid paying dues while 
still enjoying the pay raises 
and w'ork conditions negoti­ 
ated by the union. 
A petition campaign to put 
a right-to-work referendum up 
to the voters in the fall failed 
in Montana. Results in Colora­ 
do and Idaho await a cheek 
of the validity and numbers of 
signatures obtained. 
But union leaders are fairly 
certain the proposal will he 
offered voters in Ohio, Wash­ 
ington, Kansas and California. 


OF THESE FOUR, easily the 
most important politically are 
California 
and 
Ohio. 
Both 
have big industry and heavy 
union representation. 
Both 
will have key races in the fall. 
Surprisingly, the issue is be­ 
ing treated in exactly opposite 
fashion by Republican senat- 
ors running for office in those 
states. 
In California, Sen. William 
F. Knowland has made right- 
to-work a principal plank in 
h u g/iorts to become the next 


governor. He is frankly for it, 
in a manner not unlike the ag­ 
gressive campaign fought suc­ 
cessfully by Sen. Robert A. 
Taft in Ohio in 1950. 


On the other hand, John W. 
Bricker. running for his third 
term 
as 
Ohio’s 
Republican 
senator, has been trying to 
soft-pedal the issue. 


Bricker’s views on labor are 
similar to those of Taft and 
Knowland. 
Nevertheless, he 
and Ohio’s GOP governor, C. 
William O’Neill, are trying to 
prevent the Ohio Chamber of 
Commerce and others from 
further circulation of right- 
to-work petitions, which can 
be filed until Aug. 5. 


ONE GOP SOURCE says pri­ 
vately the Republicans in Ohio 
fear that a right-to-work pro­ 
posal would only rouse unions 
to get out a massive vote on 
election day— to the disadvan- 
tage of GOP candidates. 


This strategy would appear 
to be a reversal of Taft’s open 
fight with labor leaders in 
1950. But Bricker told a re­ 
porter this is not so. He said 
right-to-work is a strictly state 
matter that should not be per­ 
mitted to confuse issues in a 
year for statewide candidates. 


Both sides in the fight be­ 
lieve. for different reasons, 
that a number of union mem­ 
bers will vote for right-to- 
work.

Three Bolinas men, who have 
contended for over a year they 
should be allowed to file for 
election as directors of the 
Bolinas Public Utility District 
were supported in their argu 
ment last week by the appel 
late court. 
Attorneys who represent the 
three men are on vacation and 
could not be reached for com 
ment on what legal moves they 
will make in behalf of the as 
piring directors. 
TRY TO FILE 
In 
May, 
1957, 
Sherman 
Smith, Edward B. Page and 
Lewis Pepper endeavored to 
file as directors against incum 
bents James Bourne, Sam Mos­ 
tovoy and R. Warren McKin­ 
ney. The directors refused to 
accept 
the 
papers 
on 
the 
ground they were not filed 
within the time specified by 
law. 
When their nomination pa­ 
pers were refused, the case 
was taken to Marin Superior 
Court where Judge N. Charles 
Brusatori ruled in favor of the 
would-be candidates. That de­ 
cision has been upheld by the 
district court of appeals. 
The 
district 
was 
created 
about 1926 to supply water to 
Bolinas. No election has been 
held for some time, each di 
rector having been appointed 
when no candidate filed. 
SEPARATE DISTRICT 
The district is entirely sep­ 
arate from the Bolinas Beach 
Public Utility District, which 
supplies water service to the 
Bolinas Mesa area only. Both 
districts obtain their supply 
from Arroyo Honda creek on 
the Rancho Palomarin prop­ 
erty. 
Efforts have been made in 
the past by some Bolinas citi­ 
zens to 
develop 
a 
working 
agreement between the two 
districts.

4. No person shall ignite any 
r u b b i s h , papers, shavings, 
boxes, grass, brush or other 
combustible materials, except 
as follows: In an approved in­ 
cinerator, or on an open fire 
authorized by written permit. 
All burning shall be done be­ 
tween 5 a.m. and noon. Metal 
drum incinerators are in vio- 
ation of the fire prevention 
code.

Governmental Research As­ 
sociates of Oakland was chosen 
to make the survey, which com­ 
mittee m em bers said could get 
under way early next year.

If it is 
unnatural and sinful to fluori­ 
date water, then perhaps equal­ 
ly so is the irrigation of parch-1 
ed lands,” Hayakawa conclud­ 
ed. 
TIGHT REINS 
The meeting was held in 
close check by Smith, who al­ 
lowed questions only by direc­ 
tors and district officers after 
each talk. 
At the conclusion of the talks 
he allowed the audience to ask 
“questions for clarification of 
topics already discussed only.” 
There were no questions. 
Samuel W. Gardiner, attor­ 
ney for the district, spoke from 
the audience after the outline 
of legal aspects of water treat­ 
ment was given by Robert An- 
dresen of Mill Valley. 
Gardiner said his first opin­ 
ion was given to the board in 
1950 with a recommendation 
that the district should not ven­

Blood Bank Celebrating 


Eighth Year In Marin 


When the Irwin Memorial 
Blood Bank mobile unit pulls 
up Friday morning at San Ra­ 
fael General Hospital, it will 
mark the eighth anniversary 
of the county’s * first regular 
blood bank. 
Initial visit of the mobile 
unit to the hospital on a reg­ 
ular basis was on Aug. 9, 1950. 
Since then the big truck has; 
made the trip more than 100 
times, at first twice a month 
and for the past six years once 
a month. 
During 
those 
visits, 
m ore 
than 1.600 pints of blood have 
been donated. 
REGULAR DONOR 
A nd on hand to donate again 
Friday— as he has been r e g - ; 
ularly since the program s ta r t- , 
ed— will be 47-year-old, 6-foot- j 
6, 315-pound Virgilio J. Cheda, 
captain 
and 
fire 
prevention 
bureau head of the San Ra­ 
fael Fire Department. 
Cheda is Marin's champion 
blood donor, according to rec-1 
ords kept by Mrs. Walter H. j 
Lethbridge, county blood bank 
chairman. 
Mrs. 
Lethbridge’s 
records go back to September, 
1952, when Irwin Memorial’s 
Marin reserve fund was started. 
Since then, Cheda has given 
all the blood the (medical) law 
allows— 24 pints, br regularly 
every three months. 
5-GALLON MAN 
Actually, 
though, 
C h e d a 
started giving blood long be­ 
fore that— before the outbreak 
of World War II. He guesses he 
has given about 40 pints. That’s 
five gallons. 
His wife, Isabella, has do­ 
nated about two gallons. 
“The blood bank,” explained 
Cheda, “is one of our hobbies.” 
Others include the Dawn Soci­ 
ety— both Chedas have willed 
their eyes for use after their 
deaths. Then there are Guide 
Dogs for the Blind, and raising 
dachshunds, and fuchsias and 
camellias. 
DONOR HOURS 
The blood bank at San Rafael 
General Hospital is held from 
9 until 11:45 a.m. The county’s 
second regular blood bank, at 
the Elks Club in San Rafael, is 
on the third Friday of the 
month from 2 30 to H 30 p m. 
The Marin County Medical 
Society cosponsors both blood 
banks and staffs them with doc­ 
tors. Irwin Memorial itself is a 
non-profit project established 
in 1941 by the San Francisco 
County Medical Society. It p r o - ; 


vidcs whole blood and plasma 
for 52 civilian, military and vet­ 
erans’ hospitals in seven coun­ 
ties. 


“We are part of a nationwide 
plan.’’ 
explained 
Mrs. 
Leth­ 
bridge. “It operates like a bank, 
with blood deposited and with­ 
drawn. Credits may be sent 
anywhere in the U.S. just as 
you would send a check for 
money. It’s a matter of book­ 
keeping.” 


SACRAMENTO (^ — Califor­ 
nia owes a debt of gratitude for 
its multi-million dollar agricul­ 
ture industry to the state’s first 
white 
settlers— the 
Spanish 
missionaries. 
It was the mission fathers 
who first brought the neces­ 
sities of life across the line 
from Old Mexico, sometimes 
called the mother of California 
agriculture. 
Corn and other cereals came 
from the border, as did dates, 
olives, lemons, oranges, beans, 
chili peppers, sweet potatoes 
and squash. 
The Padres also brought in 
the Mission grape and the to­ 
bacco plant along with the first 
herds of cattle and sheep. 
Seeds of the first oranges, 
and probably the first dates, 
were planted around the San 
Diego Mission in the 
1780s. 
After some trial and error the 
padres 
established 
the 
first 
orchard of seedlings near the 
San Gabriel Mission in 1804. 
F r a n c i s c a n monks had 
brought hard shelled English 
walnuts from Mexico in 1769 
and established them in mis­ 
sion gardens, thus giving the 
state’s big nut industry *ts start. 
Most widespread today of all 
fruits introduced from Mexico 
is the grape. The early mission­ 
aries brought the grape and I 
established the first vineyards 
that today make California one 
of the world’s foremost wine 
producing regions. 
One mission plant that didn’t 
need experimentation or im­ 
provement was the olive, still a 
major crop today. 
The Mexican avocado Is still 
another of the missionaries’ be­ 
quests to California farmers.
